Galveston, 
Tex., April 
28.—Three 
hundred and sixty-four American refu­ 
gees, unkempt, their faces lined deeply 
with marks of strain, exposure and 
short rations, landed on 
Galveston 
wharf from the oil tanker Triuidadiun, 
out of Tampico, shortly after nightfall. 
Men, women and children, most of 
them possessing only the clothing in 
which they stood, debarked. 
All told tales of a reign of terror for 
Americans in Mexico. 
"M ata los grin- 
goes’’— "Death to Americans”— was Iho 
last cry that rang in their ears as they 
left Mexican shores. 
Archie VV. Campbell, superintendent 
of the National Oil company at Panu- 
co, and J. W. Bridges of the East Coast 
Oil company, Panuco, were leaders in 
the band. They told of American wom­ 
en iruBulted in open streets, of assaults 
and robberies of Americans in sight of 
the American consulate at Tampico. 
Their progress from Panuco to Tam­ 
pico by river was stopped, despite pass­ 
ports and the American flag, by the 
Mexican gunboat Vera Cruz, which 
trained guns on them. 
The American 
consul left Tampico when the Ameri­ 
can vessels in Tampico harbor had 
been withdrawn. 
The British consul 
sent an ensign and a crew up the river 
in a whaleboat to meet them. 
They 
were only permitted to leave under 
4he British flag. 
"W hen we reached the Trinidadian 
we were practically shanghaied,” said 
Bridges. ‘We had gone to Tampico for 
protection. W e came to Galveston un­ 
willingly.’’ 
Red Cross representatives supplied 
money to the destitute. 
Two hundred 
were sent to their homes and the re­ 
mainder kept in Galveston.
